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BELFAST FIRM’S CLAIM.

No claim was 
made for the rebate till 1924, when the plain- 
tiffs denied that the agreement had been 
‘made. 

Mr. Henry Wilson, formerly plaintiffs’ 
managing director, said that in September, 
1921, "he went to Hull and agreed to give a 
rebate of 5 per rent. io certain firms. Later 
in London Mr, Slater suggested a further re- 
duction, but the witness told him that that 
was impossible. He never did agree with Mr. 
Slater to allow any *eduction or rebate over 
and above what had been agreed at Hull.
